Phillips Street, over- 
looking the ocean at ‘Deal near here, 
was not a hold-up at-all. - That fact 
was developed before Justice of the 
Peace Borden at Asbury~Park today 
when Mrs. Robertson, Samuel Gasn, a

He 
declared that the assets were underesti- 
mated and that at least a substantial 
dividend would be paid to creditors. 

‘The partners in ‘the firm are John 
Burke, who until a little more than a 
year ago was Treasurer of the United 
States and who was three times Gover- 
nor of North Dakota, and Louis Mont- 
gomery Kardos Jr., a Hungarian immi- 
grant, 26 years old, whd just a-few 
years ago was a $10 4 wéek bank mes- 
senger. 

As soon as Judge Hand had appointed 
Rebert P. Stephenson, an attorney of 60 
Walt Street, &8 receiver under bond of

resigned as President of the Progress 
National Bank at ‘Twenty-eighth Street 
and Seventh Avenue.

the forward portion caught fire at the 
fracture at the moment or shortly after 
separation, and that the fire spread 
rapidly, due to the presence of escaping 
petrol in the keel.

States has adopted toward the world the 
policy of George Washington, not: @ 
policy of dictation, coercion or tm> 
perialism, but of co-operation and, help- 
fulness and of faith in the sanction. of 
the univergal’ conscience of mankind,””’ 
Vice President Coolidge declared in-an 
address here today at’ Johns Hopkins 

niversity... America stands réady, he 
said, to bear its share of the burdens 
of the world, but it ‘cannot livé the 
life of other peoples or remove from 
them the necessity of working out, their 
own destiny.’ Mr. Coolidge recéived the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws, 

Ths, willingness of the American peo- 
ple to .mgke sacrifices for the welfare 
of ‘the Worta, the ‘Vice President sald, 
was shown by the policy pursued by 
their Government. in calling the Wash- 
ington: conference, and, particularly its 
proposal for the. reduction of naval 
armament, which, he said, wag: the 
“* voice of the people ” and not one man, 
one party or one administration.” 

Of the other major accomplishments 

of the.eonference, the four-power Pacific 
treaty, Vice’ President Coolidge declared 
{ts ‘‘great strength is its simplicity,” 
and that it’‘‘ rests on the sanction of

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SEVEN PERISH AT SEA 
-AS VESSEL HITS REEF 
Liner Brings One of Two Sar- 
vivors of the Caldwell H. Colt 
~ te Galveston. :

GALVESTON, Tex., feb. 22.—When 
the Morgan Line steamship El Oriente 
arrived today from New York, she 
brought.the story of a tsragedy of the 
sea in which seven men lost their lives 
after hour sof suffering and ofly two 
survived. The men were the crew of 
the fishing schooner Caldwell H. Colt, 
out of Pensacola, which was wrecked 
on ‘a reef near the Tortugas Light in 
a gale on Feb. 13. 

The survivors are Captain. L. A, 
Smith, master of the schooner,’ brought 
to this port by the Morgan Liner, an 
Frank Brooks, picked up by a British 
tramp and taken to New. Orleans. . 

The El Oriente sighted Captain Smith, 
Joseph Meuse and Francis Nebrata 
floating’ on the deck of -the .wrecked 
schooner on Monday afternoon. Before 
they could be rescued}: Nebrata dropped 
from exhaustion and was drowned.

to an estimate by Chairman Wadsworth. 


reduction of $9,480,000 would be accom- 
plished ,annually,. provided the strength 
of the services remained unchanged. 
After that time the ‘‘ ultimate ’’. saving 
would “be $28,600,000 a year, according 
to figures which the commission will 
submit to Congress..when the “measure 
is formally reported. 

“*I feel. that this measure ; embodies 
the most scientifically drawn pay rate 
that this Government ever has had,”’ 
said Chairman Wadsworth. “It not 
alone represents economy, -but carries a 
program that we believe will work to the 
distinct advantage of “the services af-

Canadian Police Say Robber Is Pass- | 
_Ing Here Notes Stolen in 1906. 


TORONTO, Feb, 22.—Somewhere , in 
the United States, presumably in or near 
Southern California, a_ one-time. outlaw 
leader is enjoying the fruits of his band- 
itry, according to the Canadian police 
authorities. They requested American 
police officials today ‘to seek a’ man 
who is spending banknotes and gold 
sf¥len in a sensational raid on the New | 
Westminster branch of the Bank off 
Montreal, sixteen years ago. A parcel 
of banknotes totaling $11,500 was mailed 
recently to the local bank by its New 
Orleans. agents. ‘The exchange teller in 
the. Sterling’ Bank, attracted by the 
crispness of the bills despite their early 
dates, investigated. Their numbers cor- 
responded with some of those on the 
stolen currency. Half of the bills were 
loot of the old robbery, which netted 
$130,000. 

The bank was raided by Bill Miner’s 
crew. - Miner ‘was arrested afterward 
one got a life sentence in n-American 
a son. The Canadian police, however, 

now >that. leadership of the band was 
taken over by one of Miner's’ lieutenants 
whose name is unknown to them. He is 
the man now.sought, as he is believed 
to be exchanging the banknotes, in 
small. amounts, for American coin, hav- 
ng disposed of the gold.

The horse is more than holding his 
own /against the automobile, is replac- 
ing’ automobile -trucks for many kinds 
of hauling and needs to be more used 
instead of being less used in big cities, 
according to a statement of Wayne 
Dinsmore, Secretary of the Horse Asso- 
ciation of America. The statement- was 
a reply to Dr. Joht.A. Harriss, Special 
Deputy Police Commissioner in cliarge 
of traffic, who, in an interview in THE 
New YorxK Times on Sunday; urged that 


after Jan. 1, 1925, should be prohibited. 

‘The statement. of Dr. Harriss advo-) 
cating that horses be barred from the 
streets of New York City,’’: said Mr. 
Dinsmore, “‘ will be ridiculed by many 
big busihess houses in New York, who 
ate now putting horses back on all hayls 
within a ten-mile- radius. 

‘‘ Business has been hard this Winter, 
andexperience has ground out certain 
ways and means for economy of which 
thev are taking advantage. This en- 
deavor was featured in a recent page 
padvertisement of Colgate’s, which set 
forth why the price of their products 
had not adyanced in proportion to other 
things, saying ‘ Our traffic men found 
out where a horge and wagon made de- 
liveries cheaper than a motor truck.’ 

‘“‘The American Institute of Meat 
Packers; through their Committee: on 
Local Delivery, announced in 1921, that 
‘The committee’s investigation on the 
comparative costs of operating gas and 
electric autos as compared. with horses, 
leads inevitably to the conclusion that 
the horse-has been, and will continue to 
be, our most faithful and economical 
servant. Under twenty miles per day, 
the horse is most economical.’ 

‘* Many other industries and companies 
have fallen in line, until, among those
